Tho following “ report on Child Adoption and 
Domestic Servico among Hongkong Chinose,” 
by Mr. Sustica Russell, was included amongst the

In the correspondence respecting the alleged 
“ existences of Chinese Blavery in Hongkong,” 
prasented to both Houses of Parlisment, by 
conimand of Her Majesty, in March, 1882, Lord 
Kimberley, after referring to cortain safeguards |:

CHILDEEN ARE STOLEN (L°.) TO BE RANSOMED 
_~ ,(2°.) TO BE SOLD. 
When achild is missing the paronts advertise 
in the public thoroughfares and offer rowards, 
and the person who has stolen the child or 4 con- 
fedorate pratends to find the child and obtains 
the reward, or, what is more frequent when the 
children (whether wales or fomales) aro stolen 
from.Qonton or the country, the children are; 
sold to bo adopted sons or domestio sortanta. 
Thore ara genorally foar or five persons engaged 
in this transaction. The child-stealer manages 
to got three or four-eld women to find out somo- 
body who wants to bay a son or danghtor or 
servant, ‘Tho obild has-boon carefully taught to 
call its kidnapper “mothor”’or “aunt”; or 
“father” or " anole,” if aman. The intending 
purchaser seas the child and inquires: how it 
comes to be sold. ‘The go-between and other 
women vouch that it is owing to the poverty of 
the parents, and ths child when questioned will 
ropeat perhaps that its father is dead, and that 
the person offering it for sale is the mother. 
Grief at parting with the child is easily assumed 
to kaep up appearances, A bil of sale is made 
out, the mouey is paid, and the kidnapper goas 
away with the proceeds. The old ‘women who 
are invariably called in te help in the transac- 
tida get a dollar or two, and the purchaser, who 
may have bought the child according to Chinese 
custom in. all good faith, finds himself wh the
